The gases subsequent to 1850 gave rise to
vonsiderablg excliement in this and other eities,
and eapecially in Philadelphia becanse of ita
nearneas to the borders of the slave Hiates. No
instance where a npegro was arrested on the
charge of being a fugitive from Iabor ocearred
in which the prisoner was not attended by the
agont of the Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery Soclety,
and his interests caréfully guarded by its loarned
counscllors. The following are the more im-
portant of these cases,
The Unse af Tlenry Garnet,

This was the firet ease which transpired nnder
{he new order of things, and the first Lo be
heard hefore a justice of the Bupreme Courl,
The elaimant was Thomns Price Jones, of Cecil
county, Md., whe in his affiduvit sek forth t
he wia the execntor and residunry legatee of
Benedict Jones, deceased: that ”t-lll'"\' iarnel
belonged to the estate of Benadict Jones: that
he was held to labor forn number ol years; and
that said Henry had mn away from his owner
as long apo as the year 1882, Affer hearing
witnosees, the documentary evidence was fonud
to be luformal, aud Judge Grier discharged thc
prisoner,

Tha Unse of Adnm Glhson.

Abont 1 o'clock onthe afternoon of Dee. 21, 1550,
Adam Gibson, a young bisck man, claiming to
be a resident of New Jerscy, was arrested al
S8econd and Lombard streets by George Alberti

Willlam McKinsley, and Robert Smith, noml-
nally on n charge of stealing chicKens, but
really as being a runaway slave. He was

marched to the United States Marshal's office,
and the matter soon became nolsed aronnd.
The news spread quickly, and in a very short
time a crowd was attracted abont the offlce.
The then Commissloner, Edward D). Ingrabam
was sent for, and appoared In a few moments,
Counsel for the prisoner asked for a postpoue-
ment for an hour In order tbhat witnesses might
be summoned; bot the Commissioner declded
agninst the application, stating that a proper
wiheronce to the splrit of the Iaw wonld not
permit or allow of any postponement. But one

witness, and that not tho owner, testified that |
Adam, or, a8 he bhad been formerly known,
Emory Riee, was the properiy of Willlam

Kuight, of Cecil county, Md. Several witnesses
testified that Adam had never been the property
of Mr. Enight, but that he had belonged Lo one
Parson Davis, who in his will stated that his
gluves shonld be handed over to the State Colo-
nization Boclety upon his death. IHIs will was
produced, and, notwithstavding the document
and the evidence of living witneszes, Adom was
remanded. However, he returned to his home
on the following Monday, Mr. Knight, his sup-
posed master, having promptly sald that he was
not his slave. Subsequent investigation dis-
closed the fact that at the time Adam Gibson
was arrested, Emory Rice, the alleged fugitive
alave, was in conversation with Gibson, and
that Alberti and his party mistook the one for
the other., Albertl and the others concerned ia
the arrest of Gibson were taken lute custody,
and after a hearing were held to answer the
charge of comspiring to Kidnap. No furlher
action was taken in the matter.
The Unse of Stephen Hennett.

On January 24th, 1851, Stephen Bennett was
taken before Commissioner Ingraham, charged
with being a fugliive from the service of Ed ward
H. Gallop, of Baltimore. He had been arrested
in Columbia, Pa., en the day previous, while at
work sawing wood in the street, upon a warrant
issued by the Marshal, A writ of habens corpus
was taken ont, returnable on Friday morning.
At that hour the prisoner was taken before
Judge Kane. It was in this case that the ques-
tion was ralsed that the Commissioner, under
the Fugitive Slave act, could not issue a war-
rant 1o be served out of the county, but the
Court overruled the point, holding that it eould
be gerved anywhere in Pennsylvania. After the
examination of a4 number of witnesses, the
Judge remanded Stephen into the custody
of Mr. Gallop. Bennett acknowledged that he
was tho property of this gentleman who had
always been very kind to him, but that he had
run away from a fear that he would be sold and
sent South. At this time the Demoeracy in the
Legislature made a desperate attempt to repeal
the act preventing kidnapping, butabill to that
cficet was defeated in the Senate by one vole.

The CUase af Tamar Willlnms.

On February 6, 1851, this woman, the mother
of six children, all of whom had been born in
this Btate, was taken from her residenceat Fifth
street and Germantown road, before Comuiis-
gloner Ingrabham, She was claimed as the pro-
perty of William T, Purnell, of Worcester connty,
Maryland. A writ of habeas corpus produced
the prisoner before Judge Kane, and alter seve-
ral days of patlent investigution, the trial cans-
Ing the most Intense excltiement throughout the
city, the Judge decided that the lc.-'-ﬂumny of
the witnesses for the delense made the fact
overwhelmingly clear that she was not the per-
gson clalmed, and he therefore directed her dia-
charge. After a jubllee at the Philadelphia In-
stitute by the colored people, Mrs. Williams
was dragged in a wagon by the crowd to her
residence, amid the shonts nnd songs of rejoic-
ing of hundreds who surrounded the cortege,

Convicilon ef George Albertl.

On the last day of Febraary, 1851, George F.
Albertt and John F, Price were tried and con-
victed of n charge of Kidoapping Joel Henry
Thompson, & free colored child, and removing
him to Maryland, where he was sold into bondage,
Sentence was deferred for several months, and
when lmposed by Jadge Parsons, Governor
Bigler pardoned both conviets., A serles of re-
solutions }\m—.tu:d the Muwryiand Lecislature
thanking Governor Blgler for this aet, and
remusérating the prisoners for the time they
loat o consequence of thelr conviction.

The Treason Trinl.

During the mounth of November, 1851, the city
was thrown into a wild state of excitlement by
the trial of Castner Hunway, on a charge of
treason, which arose out of a Hght at Christiana
in September. Edward Gorzuch, a slaveholding
citizen of Marylamd, accompanied by o few of
his relatives and friends, pursued his fugltive
slaves to the village of Christlana, in Sadsbury
township, Laneaster county, where, it was sup-
posed, they bad found refuge from thelr oppres
gors. The warrants for the arrest of these furi-
tives were obtasined from Commissioner Ingra
Lam, and were committed to Henry H. Kline,
who accompanied the slaveholder lor the par-
pose of executing them, But though their plot
wius caretully formed, though they chose the
atill hour of early morniog, when darkness
slumber rested on the valley which they ruth-
lesaly inyaded, they were defeated. The spirit
of freedom lived even in Lhe bressts of slaves,
and they boldly defended thelr inalienable rizht
to life, Iiin-rt}“ and the pursuit of happlness, Ig
this conflict the slaveholder, BEdward Gorsuch
was kilied, some of hiz accomplices wonuded
and all'of them driven from the ground.

Judge Kane's charge to the Grand Jury was
followed by the finding of true bills aenlnst
thirty persons, who were indicted for treason.
Of these but one, Hanway, wus brought w trial
aud the testimony given in the case so olearly
proved that he had no parteipation ln the Chrls-

wnd

tiana counflict that the jury, after an absence of
ten minuleés from the court room, returned a
verdict of “Not Guilty.” Judge Grier having
In his charge, expressed the oplnion of tbe
Court that the oflense stawed in the indleim
did not amount to trenson, o nolle prosegel was
entered apon il the remaluing jodiciments for
Lreason.

At the expirntion of
that time Neal was arrested on a ¢harge of jo-
citing slaves to escape, tle was run to Chestor,
where & writ of habeas corpud, Issued =t the in-
stance of the anti-slavery Friends, overtook the
party, and Neal was returned to this city. Mayo
abandoned the auit, and the Sapreme Court dis-
charged Neal,
Henry Massay.

After the case of Noal, which took place in
October, 1858, Philadelphin seemed to be de-
serted by the slaveowners, and they transferred
their suits to New York., With the exception of
the suli agalnst Deputy Marshals Jenkins and
Croesin, for committing an azsault and battery
on “Bill Thomas,”" at Wilkeabarre, nothing of
interest occurred until September, 18534, when
Commissioner Ingraham remsnded Heory Mas-
sey Lo the custody of Franklin Bright, of Queen
Anne, Md.

Passmore Willlnmson.

The majority of our readers still have a dis-
tinct recollection of the arrest and inearceration
of Passmore Willlamson, who for several years
hod taken an active part in the intorest of the

glaves, On the I5th of July, 1855, John H.
Wheeler, of Nortli Carolina, the accredited
Minister of the United States to Nicarngua,

arrived in this city, on his way from Wash-
ingion to Nicaragua, on  Wednesday,
the 18th of July, 1855, He brought with himn
Jane Johnson, 8 woman whom he had purchasad
as o slave, some two years before, at Richmond,
Virginia, and her {wo children, both sons, ons
between 6 and 7, and the other botween 11 and
12 years of age, to hold them as slaves, not only
in the free Btates of Pennsylvania, Now Jarsoy
and New York, but also in the free country of
Nicaragua. Lawyer by profeasion and Diplo-
matist by cccupation, he must have been fully
aware that none of the States named tolerated
the existence of slavery for s moment within
their limits, excepting in the case of slaves es-
L':L]bing from other Stntes.

le seems to have relied for immuaity upon
the respect inspired by hls representative char-
and his

aeter, upon arrival in this clty
he conveyed Jane and her children to
Bloodgood's hotel, near Walnut street wharf,
stopping on the way at the houss of a
relative. Jane's intention to assert her

freedom at the earliest opportunity had been
fully formed before starting from the Bouth,
When Mr., Wheeler was called to dinner she
spoke to a colored woman who was passing, and
told her thot she was o slave, and to a eolored
man she sald the same thing, afterwards adding
that she wished to be free. An hour afterwards,
Willlam 5till, an active memberof the vigllance
committee, nnd clerk at the Philadelplia anti-
elavery oftice, received s note asking him to
come down to Bloodgood's hotel as soon as pos-
sible, a8 there were three slaves there who
wanted liberty, Mr, Still reported the facts to
Mr. Williamson. Together they went to the
bhotel and fouud that Wheeler and his slaves
were on board the boat.  After conversing with
Jane, Wheeler interfered, and ol l.-p._::l her
around the body. Wi mson ook hold of him
and held him until June sod bher children were
in gafety,

Colonel Wheeler then applied to Judge Kane
and bad o writ of habens corpus issued. Wil-
Hinmson made s return that the slaves had nog
been, nor were they then, In his costady, Tae
Judge decided the returm insntficlent, and he'd
Williamson in 5000 for a hearing ona charge of

Tharing twenty-four consecutive years prior to
1850 the Pennsylvania Antl-Slavery Fair had
been held in this city in the month of December,
It bad alwaya beeu conducted with order and
dignity, and with careful fdelity to just princi-
ples of traffic. It had been esteemed an
tant department of our anti-slavery labor, both
on account of its pecunlary proceeds. which
have amounted to more than thirty thonsand
dollars, and for the moral inlluence which it had
exerted npon those who have bLeen engaged In
it. Until chis year, it had never been disturbed
by pro-slavery animosity.

‘I'be Fair was opened in Concert Hall, on the
twelfth day of December, with its usual pros-
pects of success, As usual its flag was suspendedd
over Chesnut street, displaying to our eitizens a
picture of the old Liberty Bell which they so
proudly exhibit in Independence Hadl. Visitors
thronged Its saloon, and the falr proceeded
without interruption until the forrth day. On
the morning of that day the Lizh Constable
eutered, and in the pame of the Mayor re-

quested of one of the Mapagers that the
flag should be taken down. The Manager
replied, in remonstrance, that many other

exhibitions in the city were allowed the privi-
lege of suspending flags of advertisaments; to
which statement the officer assented, but inti-
wated that popular commotion rendered the
removal of them Ilc('(eﬂml'f'. He was informed
that if the Mayor ordered the removal of our
flag, the soclety should comply with his direc-
tion, as it would be in execution of a munieipal
law, but that it shonld not be taken down in
complinnce with the request of any person. The
oflicer responded that the Mayor did order it,
aud the Managers gave direction for [ts removal,
A few hours afterwards the Sherifl eame into
the room, and, In behalf of the trustees of
the building, wok possession of it, closed the
doors, and informed the monagers of the falr
that thelr property must be removed within
three hours.

George Willlam Curtls nt Natiennl Hall.

The mob which was vainly iuvoked against the
Fair responded to the summons which bade it
array liself once more agaluse the right of free
speech, on the ocecasion of the delivery of an
anti-slavery lecture by George W. Curtis in this
city, on the evening of the 15th of December.
